THE SAND PIT.

A few years ago the authorities of 
an eastern city railed off a special en- 
closure of that city’s gardens for the 
children of the poor. In the centre 
of the garden surounded by trees 
they erected swings and giant strides, 
and other popular amusements, but 
the most popular of them all proved 
to be a tiny sand pit, circular in form, 
about twenty feet in diameter, This 
was framed in a low parapet of bricks 
and concrete, and here, come when 


you inay, at any hott of the day you 
will find scores of mothers and elder 
sisters watching a dense mass of 
struggling children in the centre try- 
ing to imagine they are enjoying all 
the delights of a romp by the sea, 
whilst near at hand other children,— 
thirty, forty perhaps fifty children— 
wait till the lucky ones in possession 
retire and they too, can roll in the 
sand.

he will not be in a position to hover 
in the air and drop bombs into the 
camp of the foe. “That will be a more 
practicable undertaking during the 
hours of darkness. It will be neces- 
sary in the wars of the future to keep 
watch against surprise from above as 
well as before and behind, and the 
Strict enforcement of the command 
“lights out” will be greatly aided by 
the haunting fear that the aeroplanes 
of ithe enemy may be hovering up in 
the clouds well provided with bombs 
to drop upon the unwary.

cently. He has just sailed from tng- 
land for this country, where he will 
visit one of his manufacturing in- 
terests, afterward cruising in his yacht 
and then making a tour of the United 
States and Canada. Somebody asked 
Lord Northcliffe if he was going to 
the United States on busines or for 
pleasure, to which the noble lord re- 
plied, with his frank smile: “You don't 
think an Inglishman goes to the 
United States for pleasure, do you?” 

Almost a perfect example ot that 
reat tact which has prevailed so 
mightily to make England supreme 
and keep her so. This inedent stands 
up well with most of the type of its 
kind. Matthew Arnold was able to 
make a distinct impression upon Am- 
cricans by his-own unfailing tact; the 
story about the pancakes is among 
those written in the golden Ietters of 
memory. It was at some boston or 
Cambridge breakfast table that his 
daughter shied at the buckwheat cakes 
but was encouraged by the poct, who 
said: “I say, Alice, tney’re not half 
so nasty as they look.” This grace- 
ful tribute, now a houscord through- 
out the country, is thought vy some 
scholars to have been a sort of par- 
able uttered by the poet conveying in 
some sense, his appreciation of the 
American people, even more c®tarly 
than his memorable address on “Num- 
bers,” in which he pointed out the 
special defects inherent in the quality 
of bigness, 

If Lord Northcliffe should ever at- 
tain to heights of altruism he might 
conveive of pleasure to be gained by 
giving pleasure to other persons. And 
in that event, if he could imagine the 
keen delight with which his presence 
in this country must inspire all Amer- 
icans, he might even find a pleasure 
all undreamed of before. But even 
if this be too much to hope, let us 
trust he will find his ~usiness going 
well. He will probably be. satisfied 
With that, and if he is we should’ v2.

SHALL SOLDIERS WEAR SOCKS 


Paris—Conscientiousness is 
foible of the French Government ie 
partments, especially the War Office 
Should soldiers wear socks? This is 
a question which has been studied 
since the issue of an order on Decem- 
ber 2, 1908. The problem has not yet 
been satisfactorily settled. ‘The War 
Office announces that “the reports re- 
ceived as to ‘the distribution of socks 
among the men during the yeir tacy 
not being sufficiently hae to 
permit of a decision being taken as 
regards the definite adoption of those 
articles cf apparel, the ministers ol war 
has determined that the distribution 
of socks shall be continued till the 
end of the current year.’ At that date, 
“fresu reports will be despatched to 
headquarters as to the advantages or 
drawbacks of socks.’ 

After this seconu year of experi- 
menting, and after these supplemen- 
tary reports, the War Office hopes to 
be in a position to decide the sock or 
no sock question finally. In the re- 
ports on socks required by the end of 
this year, four points must, by order, 
be specially considered. (1) he per- 
centage of men who do not ask for 
socks because they do not employ 


them; (2) the percentage of men who |}, 


asked for socks; (3) the number of 
pairs of socks needed per man and per 
annum; (4) the cost of purchase, 
washing, and darning tthe socks. In 
spite of its monumental conscientious- 
ness, the War Office has not met with 
much asistance from the press in its 
effer.s at solving the problem.
